Gen. Lane arrived at'Chicago on Tuei- 


day'night; (The next d»y an immense M/ 
^semblage:6f people called upon him at the 
iTretuont.\. In the afternoon he'-reviewed 
the troops at Camp Douglas, "to- whom he 
mn.de a speech, in w.bich he expounded his 
views of the nature of the war, and express* 
ed his ardent desire that they should accom- 
pany him on bis great expedition. 


In the evening Geu. Lane made the fol- 


lowing speech to the people who .'gathered 
to pay.their^respects tohiniattheTrernont: 


The General expressed his profound grati-. 


tude.for the reception and -the ardor .and 
enthusiasm niantlusted. However much he 
might be delighted, be appreciated the fact 
that this enthusiasm was not on account of 
Jim Lane, but the fact that Jim Lane 'was 
the advocate of crushing out this rebellion 
so that we should never have another. • •'"' 


The uppermost fact in every loyal man's 


mind was that this rebellion must be crush- 
ed in some way. He knew there was not a 
loyal man present who was .unwilling to lay. 
down his own Hie, and sacrifice even his 
own family^o accomplishthis result., .There 
was no resolution so strong among all true 
patriots us that, demanding that the rebel- 
lion must bo put down so as to,stay down. 
The curse of slavery baa been agitated long 
enough, and it must now bo radically en red. 
For eight long months the north has been 
contending against the rebels, and what have 
wo got to show for it? What results have 
been accomplished—what advantages ob- 
tained? For eight long months the gov- 
ernment has been prosecuting this war so 
as to hurt nobody. It is time some one was 
hurt. 
We were willing enough to kill white, 


men in the south and to allow them to be 
killed in the north but we were1 afraid of 
committing sacrilege if wo touched tho sa- 
cred negro. [Cries of " that's so."] Yes, 
afraid to touch the sacred negro who has 
caused the whole of this trouble. But let 
me toll you the government has got over this 
notion, the'people, have got overtit, and I 
think I can certify that this crowd have got 
over it. [Applause and cries of " yes, we 
have."] 
We havo been permitted to dis- 


cuss all questions human and divine, all 
questions of society, of morals and religiont 
to canvass the character of God and the 
nature of his laws, but have been forbidden 
to suy a word about the viper, which has 
atuug us in our bosoms. 


It is no time for talking now, but for ac- 


tion. We have consumed eight months in 
inactivity, have wasted three hundred mil- 
lions of dollars and sacrificed twenty-five 
thousand lives, and turned this country cp-' 
side down in our insane endeavors .to'put 
down this infernal rebellion and save slave- 
ry. I tell.you it can't be done, and the gov- 
ernment has como to that conclusion. Let 
me tell you, confidentially, that on Monday 
last they opened a new set of books and 
came to the conclusiou that if the Union 
can't bo saved and slavery saved; then down 
goes slavery. The rebels have either got 
to submit, to die or to run away. I tell you 
the time has come when play must stop.— 
The rebels must submit or be sent down 
forthwith to.thftt hell already yawning to 
receive them. 
,: . 


This desirable consummation was effect- 


ed by a compromise. The radical men 
agreed that the conservative men should 
carry on tho war according to their notions, 
for eight months, provided they were allow- 
ed the next eight. The time is up. for the 
conservatives, and they now band the war 
and its conduct over to tbo radicals, and 
every conservative man should now extend 
the same encouragement and support which 
we gave to them in the prosecution of their 
method. 


There are slaves in tho south 680,000 


strong and loyal ma'e slaves who havo fed 
and clothed tho rebel {army and havo as 
good BS fought 'upon their side. Govern- 
ment now proposes that these loyal slaves 
shall feed and clothe our army and fight on 
our side. Tho other day while I was, talk- 
ing with the President, old Abe said to me, 
" Lane, how many black men do you want 
to havo to take caro of your army?" I 
told him as my army would number 34,000 
I proposed to have 34,000 contrabands in 
addition to my teamsters and wagon-mas- 
ters. I consider every one of my soldiers 
engaged in this glorious crusade of freedom 
a knight errant, and entitled to his squire 
to prepare his food, 'black his boots, load 
bis gun and take off bis drudgery. Vanity 
and pride are necessary adjuncts of the sol- 
dier, and I do not propose to lower him by 
menial offices, nor compel him to perform 
the duties "of a slave.' So white I shallole-. 
vate the slave by giving him his freedom 
and making a man of him, I shall alao cle' 
vate the soldier and leave .him no jwork to 
do but fighting [A voice in the crowd— 
II What are you going to do with the nig- 
gers?"] 


: The General singling out the owner of 
the voice, and 'pointing his long finger at 
bim, replied: "Ah,:rayv friend, you are 
just the man I have .been looking for. I 
will tell you what I am going to, do with 
them. I am going to plant them on .the 
soil of the gulf coast, after we have got 
through with this war, let them stay .there 
and cultivate tha land ;'have,the 'govern- 
ment extend a protection to them, as It 
does to the Indians, and send superintend- 
ents and governors among 'them .and pay 
:hotn wages for their labor. .There could, 
tie no competition between black and white 
labor." He believed, whether the /rebels 
liked the idea or not, that the blacks at no 
distant day would have possession of. that 
julf country, to which they 'were acclima- 
ted and physically conditioned. He pro- 
posed to 'establish' free state governments 
is he went along, and he could promise his 
bearers that either he or the rebels would be 
cleaned out. 
. 


After urging tho benefit of a vigorous 


prosecution of the war, the General closed 
by again thanking the crowd for the hand- 
some reception, and retired to the parlors 
amid most enthusiastic applause, where he 
was soon engaged in more presentations. 


Aa regards the General's military move- 


ments during this visit, not much is known 
with certainty. 
The 'Mechanic Fusileera 


will probably join him at Fort Leave'nworth, 
but an uncertainly exists as to which of the 
other regiments in Camp Douglas will b 
assigned to his expedition. The desire 
participating in this forward movement is 
universal, and tenders of cavalry and infan 
try regiments are pouring in from .every 
part of the country, especially from Ohio, 
Wisconsin,Michigan, Illinois, Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts.

a«Ue/writing from Fort Leavenworth, an- 
der date of-Jan. 15th, says: 
VT:; 


\ The news from the Indian country is of 
great interest. On the arrival home of the 
Indian delegations from Washington, they 
represented • the-magnitude of the federal 
forces, and their vast resources for carrying 
on the war, to ;thu,several tribes,' .who at 
once collected a" large forceVand- declared 
themselves in behalf of'the Union. This 
Indian army, numbering near four thou 
sand men, was placed under the command 
of Hov-pbthe-yo-hd-la, an aged Creek chief- 
tain who /ought under Jackson in the war 
of 1812, Kn'd ia at present well known to the 
national officers. The principal chiefs un 
der him were Yuston-rick-co-chokme, Pas- 
cbfaf,1 Cub-fo-lop-haigo, i Ah-ha-luck, Yuste- 
tnigo, and Sua-muckee-micco—mostly of the 
Seminoles.

.''.. . . 


•' This force, armed'with common hunting 
rifles and bows and arrows, and stationed 
on the Verdegris river, near Goody's Bluffs, 
waa attacked on Christmas day by Ben Mo- 
Oullough's Tex an Hangars'and n large force 
of rebel Indians, and after a desperate con 
flict was-.defeated... Two -hundred of the 
Cherokees stood their ground until every 
man but one was. killed. • The. Greeks fled 
before the'desperato charge of the rangers. 
Tho Seminoles, took, advantage of the 
ground, and acquitted themselves in a man 
nor'worthy of the highest praise. 


One.incident of this battle for freedom 


we.would fain notice, as the historian may 
pfail to chronicle it, to-wit, tho heroic con 
duct of Ho-potho-yo-ho-la, the silver-haired 
chieftain in command, who, having been 
driven from his first .position by ah irresis- 
tible charge of tbo enemy, sought a second 
one, and;' declared his intention of dying 
rather than retreat further, and he was only 
iproventedifrom carrying out this declara- 
tion by being seized by two of bin warriors 
and curried off the field, whilst a dauntless 
band of his braves covered his retreat, by 
•opposing the pursuing foe in the most un- 
flinching and tearless manner. Three hun- 
dred Cherokees (commanded by John BOBS) 
were stationed between the mouths of the 
Verdigris and Grand rivers. The latest in- 
telligence, from, that quarter is that they 
,were surrounded by thek rebels, and it is 
supposed they havo been entirely cut to 
pieces ere. now.

' The result of the war in the Indian Ter- 
ritory has proved very destructive to tho loy 
al tribes who have been compelled to leave 
their towns to the mercy of an unsparing foe. 
It is the belief .of the principal chiafa that 
they would have been able to have stood their 
ground had they not been destitute ofamtnu 
nition. Gen. Hunter had ordered 4,600 
pounds of ammunition to bo loaded into wag- 
ons on yesterday, while Mr. Johnson, agent 
of the -Delawares, secured tho services of 
•twenty-five warriors to servo as an escort, 
and tho writer was to accompany the expe- 
dition ; but before the arrival of tbo time 
appointed fur our departure intelligence 
was received of the total rout of tho loyal 
tribes, hud their arrival in southern 'Kan- 
sat), where some'thirteen thousand men, 
women and children are now awaiting as- 
sistance from the government—they being 
destitute, having to leave their homes in 
such haste as to prevent them from making 
tho necessary preparation for their comfort. 
And when-wo consider that these hapless 
morlnla wero, in their destitute condition, 
forced to travel for eight days; through an 
uninhabited country, we may havo a faint 
realization of tho amount.of suffering which 
they must have endured. This news was 
received on yesterday evoning, and on this 
morning Gen. Hunter depatchcd sixteen 
wagons, laden with ammunition, flour and 
bacon, to the relief of tbo reprtoed suffer- 
ers. E. II. Corruth, the celebrated media- 
tor between tho government and tho Indi- 
ans, will, by order of. Gen. Hunter, start to 
southern Kansas on to-morrow, for the pur- 
pose of taking the census of all tho tribes 
represented, and at the same time will or- 
ganize tho warriors into regiments, which 
will at once.apply for acceptance into the 
government service, and will no doubt, 
prove efficient auxilaries, as Mr. Corruth, 
who has just arrived from their headquar- 
ters, reports them filled with revenge, and 
desirous of at once being led against an en- 
emy who vanquished them, because desti- 
tute of the 'necessary munitions to enable 
them to make n successful resistance. 


A telegraphic despatch from Leaven- 


worth, dated Jan. 22, states that Hopthego- 
hola, chief of the union Indians alluded to 
.above, has arrived there to confer with Gen. 
.Hunter, and that Col. Jonnison'a regiment 
of cavalry is ordered to tho Indian coun- 
try. It might be pertinent to enquire 
whether this massacre of loyal Indians would 
have occurred if Fremont had not been de- 
prived of his command, and the army or- 
dered to retreat from its advance towards 
the Indian-country ? Those who caused 
that ill-advised and shameful blunder .have 
Mother,sin to answer for in the present 
condition of the loyal tribes of that now 
desolated'region.

from 500 to 1,000 muskets, mostly flint 
locks, subsistence stores for the entire army 
for three days, and a large amount of hos- 
pital stores. 


Our loss is 39 killed and 127 wounded. 


The rebels lost 114 killed and buried, 116 
wounded, and 45 prisoners—unwounded— 
5 of whom are surgeons, and Lieut. Col. 
Carter, of a Tennessee regiment. .

Times gives the following account of the 
battle:—At 7 o'clock, Sunday morning, the 
enemy drove in the pickets of the 10th 
Indiana, stationed at tho forks of the road, 
eight miles from Somerset.

'••'• IBemtoerdment of Fort Flcltena. 


The Rhode Island has arrived, bringing 


news of another bombardment at Fort Pick 
ens on the 1st inst.r which lasted for 2 
hours. I am gratified to say that no one 
was killed, and but one slightly wonndei 
on our side. Col. Brown seems determine: 
not to allow them to remain quiet, or else 
he may have opened the ball merely as a 
New Year's girt. 


On the morning of the 1st inst., a smal 


rebel steamer waa observed from Fort Pick 
ens making her way to the navy yard. Sh 
behaved in a very defiant manner, someone 
on board waving a rebel flag, which aeemec 
to say, " You dare uot fire at me." 
Thii 


waa not to be borne with patience, as Col 
Brown had frequently warned Gen. Bragg 
that the presence of these steamers woulc 
not be put up with. As she approached 
Fort Pickens fired upon her, when she re- 
treated in double quick time. 


The fire from Fort Pickens was imme- 


diately answered from all the rebel batter- 
ies, and the enagement became general.— 
The firing was kept up throughout the day 
and at night Pickens maintained a slow 
Sre from the 13 inch mortars, which was 
tiotly returned by the rebels. About eleven 
P. M. a fire broke out in the navy yard, 
which continued throughout the night, and 
from the extent of the conflagration itjis 
supposed that the greater part of the build- 
ngs in the navy yard have been destroyed, 
and also the larger part, if not all of the 
town ofWoolsey, which is adjoining the 
aavy yard on the north. 


The firing on both sides was remarkable 


or its extreme accuracy. Shells in count 
ess numbers fell inaide of Fort Pickens, 
and it is wonderful that no loss was sun- 
ained. Our side returned the compliment 
n equal proportion, but I have no doubt 
we will have the old story from Gen. Bragg, 
IB took it all very coolly, and their loss wag 
nothing. 


The scene during the night was magnifi- 


cent in the extreme. Every shell could be 
raced in its course through the air from 
he time it left the gun until it exploded ; 
*nd this, in connection with the conflagra- 
ioc, rendered the whole affair a sight such 
as Pensacola, and but few other places, had 
never before witnessed. The illumination 
vas so great that it was distinctly seen by 
he United State steamer Mercedita, when 
iver 40 miles at sea. 


All our batteries were engaged, and did 


heir work admirably. Fort McHae, which 
md been so roughly handled by our squad- 
on and Battery Scott at the last engage- 
ment, appeared to have resumed kg accug- 
omed vigor, for it kept up a constant fire 
hroughout the engagement. 


Several of the squadron were present, 


iut took no part in the fight, and it was 
well they did not, for nothing could have 
een gained and probably much would have 
ieenjlost, had they attempted .to have op 
losed their wooden sides to atone walla and 
arth works. 


The bombardment was the old story o{ 


ort against fort, at a distance too great for 
ny deciaive result. We gain nothing, yet 
xpend a great amount of powder, ahot and 
hell, and they theaame. Apart from War- 
ington, the navy yard and Woolsey, I doubt 
'we have done them any injury worth 
peaking of; and as for Fort Pickena, it is 
s strong as before the first bombardment. 
'here were but few if any accidents worth 
ecording during this affair. 
Col. Brown,

where to fire at. Col, Brown is of the opin- 
on that, had he 5,000 additional troops, he 
onld take the navy yard and Forts McRea 
nd Barrancas.

In the afternoon he reviewe 
the troops at Camp Douglas, to whom h 
miide a speech, in which he expounded hi 
views of the nature of the war, and express 
ed his ardent desire that they should accom 
pany him on his great expedition. 


In the evening Gen. Lane made the fo 


lowing speech to the people who gathere 
to pay their respects to him at the Tremont 


The General expressed his profound grat: 


f.nde for the reception and the ardor an 
enthusiasm manifested. However much h 
might be delighted, he appreciated the fac 
that this enthusiasm was not on account o 
Jim Lane, but the fact that Jim Lane wa 
the advocate of crushing out this rebellioi 
so that we should never have another. 


The uppermost fact in every loyal man' 


mind was that this rebellion must be crush 
ed in some way. 
He knew there was not 


loyal man present who was unwilling to laj 
down his own life, and sacrifice even hi 
own family to accomplish this result. Ther 
was no resolution so strong among all Irui 
patriots as that, demanding that the rebe' 
lion must be put down so as to stay down 
The curae of slavery has been agitated long 
enough, and it must now be radically cured 
For eight long months the north has been 
contending against the rebels, and whathavi 
we got to show for it? 
What results hav 


been accomplished—what advantages ob 
tained ? For eight long months the gov 
ernment has been prosecutiua; this war s 
as to hurt nobody. It is time some one wa 
hurt. 
We were willing enough to kill whit 


men in the south and to allow them to b 
killed in the north but we were afraid o 
committing sacrilege if we touched the sa 
cred negro. 
[Cries of " that's so."] Yes 


afraid to touch the sacred negro who ha 
caused the whole of this trouble. But le 
me tell you the government has got over thi 
notion, the [people have got over^it, and '. 
think I can certify that this crowd have go 
over it. 
[Applause and cries of " yes, wt 


have."] 
We have been permitted to dis 


cuss all questions human and divine, al 
questions of society, of morals and religion 
to canvass the character of God and the 
nature of his laws, but have been forbidden 
to say a word about the viper which ha 
stung us in our bosoms. 


It is no time for talking now, but for ac 


tion. 
We have consumed eight months ii 


inactivity, have wasted three hundred mil 
lions of dollars and sacrificed twenty-fiv< 
thousand lives, and turned this country up 
side down in our insane endeavors to pu 
down this infernal rebellion and save slave 
ry. I tell you it can't be done, and the pov 
ernment has come to that conclusion. Le 
me tell you, confidentially, that on Monday 
last they opened a new set of books anc 
came to the conclusion that if the Union 
can't be saved and slavery saved, then down 
goes slavery. The rebels have either go 
;o submit, to die or to ruu away. I tell you 
the time has come when play must stop.— 
The rebels must submit or be sent down 
forthwith to that hell already yawning to 
receive them. 


This desirable consummation was effect 


ed by a compromise. The radical men 
agreed that the conservative men shouk 
carry on the war according to their notions 
for eight months, provided they were allow 
ed the next eight. The time is up for the 
conservatives, and they now hand the war 
and its conduct over to the radicals, and 
every conservative man should now extend 
the same encouragement and support which 
we gave to them in the prosecution of their 
method.

Important from tbe Indian Country 


A correspondent of the Cincinnati G» 


zsjtte, writing from Fort Leavenworth, an 
der dote of Jan. 15th, says : 


The news from the Indian country is o 


great interest. On the arrival home of th 
Indian delegations from Washington, the 
represented the magnitude of the federa 
forees, and their vast resources for carryin 
on the war, to the several tribes, who 8 
once collected a large force and declare 
themselves in behalf of the Union. Thi 
Indian army, numbering near four thou 
sand men, was placed under the commam 
of Ho-pothe-yo-ho-la, an aged Creefc chie: 
tain who fought under Jackson in the wa 
of 1812, and is at present well known to th 
national officers. 
The principal chiefs un 


der him were Yusten-rick-co-chokme, Pas 
cofar, Cho-fo-Iop-haigo, Ah-ha-luck, Ynste 
migo, and Sua-muckee-micco—mostly of thi 
Seminoles. 


This force, armed with common hunting 


rifles and bows and arrows, and stationec 
on the Verdegris river, near Goody's Bluffs 
was attacked on Christmas day by Ben Me 
Cullough's Texan Hangars and a large force 
of rebel Indians, and after a desperate con 
flict was defeated. Two hnndred of the 
Cherokees stood their ground until ever 
man but one was killed. The Creeks fle! 
before the desperate charge of the rangers 
The Seminoles took advantage of the 
ground, and acquitted themselves in a man 
ner worthy of the highest praise. 


One incident of this battle for freedom 


we would fain notice, as the historian ma; 
rfail to chronicle it, to-wit, the heroic con 
duct of Ho-pothe-yo-ho-la, the silver-haire' 
chieftain in command, who, having been 
driven from his first position by an irresis 
tible charge of the enemy, sought a seconc 
one, and declared his intention of dying 
rather than retreat further, and he was onl 
prevented from carrying out this declara 
tion by being seized by two of his warriors 
and carried off the field, whilst a dauntles 
band of his braves covered his retreat, b' 
opposing the pursuing foe in the most un 
flinching and tearless manner. Three bun 
dred Cherokees (commanded by John Ross 
were stationed between the mouths of thi 
Verdigris and Grand rivers. The latest in 
telligence from that quarter is that they 
were surrounded by the rebels, and it is 
supposed they have been entirely cut to 
pieces ere now. 


The result of the war in the Indian Ter 


ritory has proved very destructive to the loy 
al tribes who have been compelled to leave 
their towns to the mercy of an unsparing foe 
It is the belief of the principal chisfs tha 
they would have been able to have stood their 
ground had they not been destitute ofammu 
nition. Gen. Hunter had ordsred 4,500 
pounds of ammunition to be loaded into wag 
ons on yesterday, while Mr. Johnson, agent 
of the Delawares, secured the services o 
twenty-five warriors to serve as an escort, 
and the writer was to accompany the expe- 
dition ; but before the arrival of the time 
appointed fur our departure intelligence 
was r;ceived of the total rout of the loya' 
tribes, aud their arrival in southern Kan- 
sas, where some thirteen thousand men, 


omen and children are now awaiting as- 


sistance from the government—they being 
destitute, having to leave their homes in 
such haste as to prevent them from making 
the necessary preparation for their comfort. 
And when we consider that these hapless 
mortals were, in their destitute condition, 
forced to travel for eight days through an 
uninhabited country, we may have a faint 
realization of the amounl. of suffering which 
they must have endured. This news was 
received on yesterday evening, and on this 
morning Gen. Hanter depatched sixteen 
wagons, laden with ammunition, flour aud 
bacon, to the relief of tbe reprtoed suffer- 
ers. 
E. H. Corruth, the celebrated media- 


tor between the government aud thu Indi- 
ans, will, by order of Gen. Hunter, start to 
southern Kansas on to-morrow, for the pur- 
pose of taking the census of all the tribes 
represented, and at the same time will or- 
ganize the warriors into regiments, which 
will at once apply for acceptance into the 
government service, and will no doubt, 
Drove efficient auxilaries, as Mr. Corruth, 
who has just arrived from their headquar- 
ters, reports them filled with revenge, and 
deairona of at once being led against an en- 
emy who vanquished them, because desti- 
.ute of the necessary munitions to enable 
them to make a successful resistance. 


A telegraphic despatch from Lcaven- 
orth, dated Jan. 22, states that Hopthego- 
lola, chief of the union Indians alluded to 
above, has arrived there to confer with Gen. 
Sunter, and that Col. Jennison's regiment 
of cavalry is ordered to the Indian coun- 
,ry. It might be pertinent to enquire 
whether thia massacre of loyal Indians would 
lave occurred if Fremont had not been de- 
jrived of his command, aud the army or- 
dered to retreat from its advance towards 
he Indian country ? Those who caused 
hat ill-advised and shameful blunder have 
mother sin to answer for in the present 
condition of the loyal tribes of that now 
lesolated region.

The latter holding the 
enemy in check nearly half an hour, before 
leing reinforced. The 1st and 2d Tenues- 
ee were ordered np on the right for the 
lurpoae of outflanking the enemy. Kin- 
ley's and Wetmore's batteries in the mean- 
ime shelling the enemy in tbe woods. Af- 
er an engagement of nearly two hours, the 
)th Ohio, 2d Minnesota, and 4th Kentucky 
made a desperate charge upon the enemy, 
Irove them from the woods, completely 
outing and pursuing them to their entrench- 
ments. At the heat of the engagement, 
!apt. Kinney ordered one section of his 
attery to within 60 yardi of the enemy's 
ine, and opened a deadly fire upon them, 
which added greatly to the success of the 
day.

It was 


a fair open battle. The rebels fought well, 
and were overcome only by the superior 
fighting on our side. 
According to rebel 


accounts their force consisted of ten infant- 
ry regiments, three batteries and some cav- 
alry—altogether, about 10,000 men. They 
fought in bushwucking style, from ravines 
and behind trees, bushes and rocks. The 
brunt of tbe battle devolved on the 4th Ken- 
tucky! 2d Minnesota, 9th Ohio and 10th 
Indiana. For nearly three hours the roar 
of musketry was kept up. Shortly after 11 
o'clock Col. Hoskins succeeded in flanking 
the enemy, on the extreme right, when the 
9th Ohio and 2d Minnesota charged with 
the bayonet, with triumphant yells, which 
broke tae rebel ranks and the rout began. 


They fled pell mell to their camp, strew- 


ing the road with muskets, blankets, over- 
coats ank knapsacks, and abandoned two 
guns and cassons. 
Zollicoffer was shot 


through the heart, at the head of his staff, 
by Col. Fry of the 4th Kentucky ;regiment. 


It appears Zollicoffer lost his way in tbe 


bushes, and suddenly emerged befor Col. 
Fry, who was accompanied by some staff 
ofiSeers. 
The two parties mistook each oth- 


er for friends, and approached within a few 
yards of each other, when finding their mis- 
take, they halted and prepared for a hand 
to hand conflict. One of Zollicoffer's aids 
shot at Col. Fry, but only brought his horse 
down. The federal Colonel immediately 
drew his six shooter, and brought Zollicof- 
fer from his saddle at the first fire. The 
rebel staff deserted their chief's body, which 
was taken to Somerset the day after the 
battle. 


An Bast Tennesean, writing to the Com- 


mercial, says: all the credit and honor of 
this battle is due to the 10th Indiana, 9th 
Ohio, 4th Kentucky and 2d Minnesota, for 
they did all the fighting single handed, 
with the exception of what support they 
recieved from the artillery. 
They all fought 


nobly and never wavered. The combatants 
were so near each other at one time that 
tbe powder burned their faces in the dis- 
charge of their pieces. The 2d Minnesota 
captured a banner from a Mississippi regi- 
ment on which was inscribed " Mississippi 
Butchers."

The following is the law iror the relief o 


the families o? volunteers, as amended on 
the 20th day of January, 1862, by the 
board of supervisors. 


The beard of supervisors of the county 


of Bock do order and determine, that the 
resolution of said board adopted the 23d 
day of November, 1861, appropriating a 
certain sum of money to the relief of the 
families of volnteers, be hereby revised and 
amended so as to read as follows : 


SECTION 1. A tax of ten thousand dol- 


lars is hereby imposed upon the aggregate 
real and personal property of the county, 
for aiding the support of families of volun- 
teers in the military service of the state or 
United States. 


Sic. 2. The wife, needing assistance, of 


every man who has volunteered to serve in 
the military service of the state or of the 
United States since April, 1861, being a 
private or non-commissioned officer, and 
being at the date of his enlistment a resi- 
dent within the county of Eock, and who is 
at the date of application for relief, detain- 
ed in said service, or having been in said 
service has returned with an ihonorable dis- 
charge, disabled by bodily infirmities con- 
tracted therein, or shall have died while in 
said service, shall be entitled to the relief 
granted herein. 


Ssc. 3. The persons entitled to relief by 


the provisions of this resolution shall be en- 
titled, monthly, between the firstday of No- 
vember, 1861, or from the date of enlist- 
ment, if the same was after said first day of 
November, and the first day of May, 1862, 
to the sums not exceeding the following, 
viz: 
Bach married woman without children, 
$3 00 
Each married woman with one child 
500 


Each married woman with two children 
7 00 


Each married woman with three or more children, 
not to ezceod 
.10 QO 


And between the first day of May, 1862, 
and the first day of November, 1862, one- 
half the foregoing sums shall be allowed to 
said persons respectively. 


SEC. 4. It shall be the duty of the 


Chairman of the Board of Supervisors of 
the several towns, and wards of the cities 
of Janesville and Beloit, toreceiveland dis- 


honorable discharge, disabled by bodily in- 
firmities contracted in such service, auch 
as to render him unable by labor to support 
his family, auoh woman shall be entitled to 
the amounts herein provided, the siune M 
though her husband were yet in actual ser- 
vice ; provided said disabled or infirm per- 
son does not receive a pension or extra sup- 
port from the general government. 


SEC. 8. It shall be the duty of the coun- 


ty treasurer to provide printed blanks fox 
certificates, pay rolls, and other purposes 
required in this act, and to distribute them 
to persons entitled thereto. 


SEC. 9. It shall be the duty of the chair- 


man of the board of the several towns and 
wards to certify to the county treasurer the 
number and names of families in their re- 
spective towns and wards entitled to the 
relief provided herein, and it shall be the 
luty of the county treasurer to pay to no 
;own or ward more than the sum due said 
town or ward in proportion to the number 
of families in said town or ward compared 
with tho whole number of families in the 
county.

'.\0. The following persons shall 


also be ontitled to the benefits of the fore- 
~oing provisions: 


Any mother having a son enlisted in the 


military service aforesaid shall be entitled 
o the sums allowed in section 3 of this act

hall be made for her children except those 
nder fifteen years of age, and which are 
nder her care and custody; and provided 
urther, that said son so enlisted was a 
member of her family at the time of his 
nlistment.
